“IT asked the Associated Press,” said 
Mr. Franklin, ‘not to send out the dis- 
patch until we had more detailed in- 
formation in order to avoid causing un- 
necessary alarm. I was told, however, 
that the story already had been sent.”

NEW YORK, April 22.—‘‘Louis” and 

“Lola,” the two little mysteries of the 
Titanic who were dropped from the 
doomed ship to a Ife boat are uncon- 
scious that somewhere a tearful mother 
may be sorrowing for them. The two 
boys have been showered with toys by 
Miss Margaret Hays of 394 West Eighty- 
third street, who has taken charge of 
them. Louis’ faverite is a pop-eyed 
woolly dog, while Lola’s heart's delight 
just now is a black doll baby. 
The event of their lives since they 
were rescued was when Frank K. Hays, 
Miss Hays’ father, ordered around his 
automobile. The children had received 
a complete new outfit of clothing and 
both leaped for joy when the car came 
to the door, clapped their hands and in 
voluble French demanded their coats 
and hats. Then the car whizzed them 
over to Central Park, where they took 
in the zoo, fed the elephants and rap- 
turously watched the monkeys. 

The Consul-General of France, M. E. 
Lanel, spent two hours talking to the 
children without being able to decide 
from their speech whether they were 
French or $wiss. The only data are 
their description, the fact that a “Mr. 
Hoffman” is the only person unac- 
counted for in the first or second cab- 
in of the Titanic who was registered 
as having with him two children, and 
the names Louis and Lola, by which 
they call each other. Lanel has cabled 
his Government to advertise their de- 
scription broadcast and has forwarded 
their pictures, which also will be pub- 
lished.

Kreismann Says 1200-Foot Ex- 
tension of East Side Approach 
Would Cost 








CAUSES COMPLICATIONS 





Executive Not Sure Elevated Is 
Needed, but Commends the 
Work of the Merchants. 





The plan of the Associated Retailers 
of St. Louis for an extension of 1200 feet 
to the\Reber approach to the free bridge 
on the |East Side, by an elevated struc- 
ture that would take the terminus of 
the approach outsle the city Iimits of 
East St. Louis, is approved in the main 
by Mayor Kreismann. The Mayor told 
& Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
he approved the general plans of the 
merchants, but that new complications 
had been introduced. 

The Associated Rétailers have started 
a campaign to procure the co-opera- 
tion of business and civic socteties to 
obtain the location of the east side 
‘approach and the speedy completion of 
the free bridge. By resolution they 
have petitioned the House of Delegates 
to adopt the Reber-approach with an 
extension of 12 feet. 

Icntails Additional Expense, 

“The Associated Retailers,’’ said May- 
or Kreismann, ‘‘are doing good work, 
but the elevated structure suggested 
would entail an additional cost of $400,- 
om, Bet thetr plan as a whole is sat- 
isfactory. 

“The proposed extension of 1200 feet, 
with an elevated structure, is over the 
right of way of the Denverside Con- 
erecting Railway. The Denverside Con- 
necting Railway has offered to give part 
of its right of way to extend the Reber 
approach at grade, but whether it would 
give the land for an elevated structure 
I do not know. The Reber approach has 
6% feet on the east side of the Ter- 
minal belt." An extension of 120 feet 
would make 1800 feet. 

Retailers’ Campaign Pian, 

“Rut it really would require 2600 feet 
to bring the tracks down to a grade ef 
one per cent. The general policy of 
the Jilinots Warehouse and ‘iailroad 
Commission is against railroad tracks 
crossing at grade, but I do not think 
this policy would apply to the _ free 
bridge approach, as our tracks would 
oniv .;ros 
as the Illinois Central and the Southern 
Railway tracks now do. I see no valid 
'reason why the elevated is necessary, 
but I approve. the Associated Retailers’ 
plans in general.”’

Newspaper Owner of the Seven- 
ties Succumbs, After Long 
Illness, of Paralysis. 


FOUNDED OLD TIMES HERE 


Contest for Estate Between His 
Wife and Two Sons Attracted 
Attention. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April  22.—Stillson 
Hutchins, millionaire philanthropist and 
retired journalist, died at his home here 
today, after a long illness with paralysis. 
He was born in White Field, N. H., in 


Boston and later went to Iowa, where 
he had charge of papers in Des Moinés 
and Dubuque. 

Soon after the Civil War he estab- 
lished the St. Louis Times, Which he 
sold for what was regarded as a record 
price, when he came to this city to 
establish the Washington Post in 1877. 

Since Hutchins was forced by illness 
to relinquish control of his business af- 
fairs some months ago, a contest over 
the estate between his wife, Mrs. Rose 
Keeling Hutchins, and his two sons by 
a former marriage, Walter Stilson and 
Lee Hutchins, has attracted much at- 
tention. 


Sold Paper at Great Profit. 
Hutchins came to St. Louis at the 


close of the Civil War and established 
the St. Louis Times, a Democratic 
daily newspaper. In six years he built 
up this property to such an extent that 


it paid dividends and when he decided 


to take a year’s rest he sold the Times 
a> a large advance over whot he had 
paid for it. 

For several years he also owned the 
St. Louis Dispatch, an evening paper 
which he published jointly with the 
Times at Broadway and Chestnut street. 

After founding the Washington Post 
Hutchins became a national figure in 
the newspaper business. He was one 
of the first to see the probable value of 
tnechanical typesetting machines and 
is said to have made more than $1,000,- 
600 as stockholder in the Mergenthaler 
lLynotype Co. : 

He purchased Governor’s Island in 
Lake Winnipiseogee, N. H., and built 
a $100,000 home there. 

In May, 1911, Hutchins’ wife, who 
was Miss Rose Keeling of Washington. 
instituted lunacy proceedings, alleging’ 
that her husband, through paralysis 
ond other disabilities, was unfitted to 
manage his affairs. 


Denied Increase in Allowance. 
A trustee was appointed to handle 


the estate. After vainly trying to in- 
Cuce the court to increase her allowance 
Mrs. Hutchins filed an ouster suit 
against the trustee. 
Mrs. Hutchins told the court that a 
millionaire’s wife could not live On less 
than $67 a day. She needed $300 a 
month for clothing, $242 for servants 
and $275 to maintain her automobile, 
she said. 

The court refused to increase Mrs. 
Hutchins’ monthly allowance of “pin 
money’’ from $1000 to $2500

Uncle Sam himself declines at last to pay the 
bridge arbitrary. i 

On motion of Victor Murdock of Nebraska, the 
House has struck from the Postoffice Appropria- 
tion bill the annual $50,000 item for carrying the 
mails across the Eads bridge. 

It seems strange that the Government should 
continue to pay this huge toll on the mails even 
after the Terminal Association had voluntarily 
abolished the arbitrary on other traffic originat- 
ing outside of the 100-mile circle. It must be 
remembered, however, that after a Cannon-ap- 
pointed committee had once put an item in a 
bill, it was difficult under the Cannon system to 
get it out. For years a $175,000 “fast mail’ sub- 
sidy for a train that ran more than a third of 
its route as a milk train with crossroads stops 
was fought unsuccessfully. 

Mr. Murdock has been fighting this $50,000 
gift to the Terminal Association for years. The 
Cannon leaders, however, insisted that the 
gift should be made and Murdock was squelched 
on points of order. This year the wWemocratic 
House is making up the first appropriations since 
Cannonism was overthrown and the gift is cut 
eut.

THE EXTENDED REBER APPROACH. | 

Objections against the so-called Reber ap- 
proach to the free bridge are given full force 
in the mamorial to the city authorities adopted 
by the directors of the Associated Retailers of St. 
Louis. 

As planned, this approach comes to grade in 
the vicinity of Twentieth street, East St. Louis.

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IMMEDIATE SAFETY MEASURES. 

All the evidence so far obtained concerning the 
Titanic disaster emphasizes the conclusions as 
to causes drawn from the earlier reports.

If the Ti- 
tanic had been equipped with boats to accommo- 
date her entire passenger list the percentage 
of lives lost would have been very small. There 
could now be rejoicing and praise instead of 
mourning and condemnation. 

Of course, supplementary devices and measures 
for safety will be adopted, such as the double 
hull in the side as well as the bottom; two wire- 
less operators and safer lanes of travel.

OLYMPIC TRYQUT 
FOR CYCLISTS 10 
BE DEGIDED HER 


Race Over 150-Mile Course Will 
Determine Men to Qualify 
From District E. 

















The Olympic Games Committee has 
provided a 200-mile bicycle road race to 
be run in conjunction with the carnival 
of world’s championship events to take 
place in Sweden during June and July 
of this year. 


The pick of speed and endurance will 
be entered in this event, and it has al- 
ready been ascertained that the United 
States, England, Germany, France, 
Italy and Sweden will be represented. 
The course will be laid around Lake 
Malar, near Stockholm, and the race 
will be held in the early part of July. 

This event was suggested by the Na- 
tional Cycling Association and indorsed 
by the Amateur Athletic Union, with 
which the former body co-operates, 
though maintaining a separate or- 
ganization. It was agreed to by the 
Games Committee, with the understand- 
ing that each country represented would 
finance its own team. 

It has been estimated that a team of 
12 to represent the United States will 
involve an expense of $4000, and this sum 
is being raised now, $2000 of which has 
already been subscribed, and it {s con- 
fidently expected that the total amount 
required to send a team of 12 will be 
secured in ample time. If, however, 
this hope should not be realized, then 
as many riders will be sent as the 
amount secured will permit. 


Tryout Race Here. 
Try-out races for the American riders will 
be held during the early part of May in the 
cities of New York. Buffalo, Boston, Chicago, 
St. Louis and San Francisco and probably a 
few others not yet designated. All try-outs 
will be under the direct supervision of the 
National Cycling Aesociation’s representa- 


tives in the respective districts and the dis 
tance will be 150 miles, but it has not yet 
been definitely determined whether the first 
three to finish shall qualify for the elimina- 
tion race, to be held in Newark, N. J.. on 
May 25 .or all riders who complete the course 
within @ time Imit. The elimination race 
will be at a distance of 100 miles.

The Silverthornes were married tn Chi- 
cago in 1893.

“the other woman” again, she said. 

Dr. L. P. Butler testified that he wa:

He 
saw marks on her throat and arms, he 
declared.

Silverthorne was not in court, nor was 
either of his counsel, Judson, Green and 
Henry.

Silverthorne, told the Court he would 
call Mrs. Mary Overall of 4516 Maryland 
avenue to testify as to Silverthorne’s 
treatment of his wife. 

After the first separation, Mrs, Sil- 
verthorne attracted much attention in 
the neighborhood of her Maryland ave- 
nue home by placing two large signs in 
the front vestibule. In letters large 
enough to be easily read from the side- 
walk, the signs said: ‘‘Keep out YOU.” 

Silverthorne was denied admission to 
the house, and Mrs. Silverthorne did not 
attempt to conceal the fact that she 
meant the signs for him.
